REGULATIONS  made  by  the  Minister  of 
Labour  for  British  Columbia,  pursuant  to 
the  Wartime  Labour  Relations  Regulations, 
P.C.  1003  of  the  Dominion,  and  the  “  Wartime 
Labour  Relations  Regulations  Act  ”  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  being  chapter  18 
of  the  Statutes  of  1944. 

Regulation  No.  5. 

1.  (1.)  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  con¬ 
text  otherwise  requires: — 

(a.)  “  National  Boai’d  ”  means  the  Wartime 
Labour  Relations  Board  established  by 
Dominion  regulations : 

(b.)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of 
Labour  for  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia : 

(c.)  “  Person  ”  includes  firm,  corporation, 
trade-union,  employees’  organization  or 
employers’  organization. 

(2.)  Other  words  and  expressions  used  in 
these  regulations  shall,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  have  the  same  meaning  as 
the  “  Wartime  Labour  Relations  Regulations 
Act,”  being  chapter  18  of  the  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1944.
